Dolly reported the state had refused'our proposal to move the De 
HeddVille house onto the Barnacle property but the city was considering 
moving it to a site at Plaza and Palmetto but how to move it is very difficult 
because of the trees and or shallow water. Woody sAid moving it la sections 
was not advisable. 

A proposal is being drawn up by Rep. Nancy Harrington, Dolly Me Intyre 
Marilyn Reed and others to have a bil] passed declaring Bayshoi’e Drive a 
historic highway. As individuals we should write in support of this bill. 

Also the Bayshore Drive Homeowners Association is seeking to have it declared 
an area of critical state concern. Motion passed to back this move as an 
organization. 

It was announced that the Coral Gables Historic Preservation fiiard of 
Review had submitted an application for historic highway status for Coral Way, 
DHT has backed this effort. 

DHT reclved an invitation to Join Preservation Action, a lobbying 
organization for preservation groups.
